IBM has demonstrated its commitment to environmental performance in the areas of solid and hazardous 
waste. Since 1997, the facility has: 

•	 Reduced solid waste by increasing recycling and re-use from 7,391 to 8,779 tons through more 
recycling of cardboard, plastics, and wood pallets and through increased re-use of parts transport 
packaging by suppliers. 

•	 Reduced hazardous waste by 22% through isolating the treatment of an electroplating waste 
stream. This waste stream is now the only F006 hazardous sludge generated at the facility. 

Future Commitments 

IBM also committed to continued environmental improvement through increases in habitat restoration 
and reductions in solid waste, energy use, and waste from product. By 2003, the facility will: 

•	 Increase restored habitat from 38 to 54 acres by planting with native prairie grass and 
improving wetlands. 

• Reduce solid waste by increasing recycling and re-use from 73.9% to 84%.

•	 Reduce energy use by 4% per year through ongoing energy conservation efforts such as more 

efficient lighting, more efficient lighting, more efficient motors, and better HVAC controls. 

•	 Reduce waste from disposal of product by 10% by disassembling more materials, hand 
separating more scrap, and finding new sources willing to recycle materials.
